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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In the last two lines of claim 5, it is not clear whether applicant is positively 
claiming steps of forming the AM screen. In the interview of 27 October 2005, 
applicant's representative indicated that the intent is to positively claim forming the AM 
screen in the last two lines of the claim. However in claim 5, the claim language 
regarding the formation of the AM screen is not positively set forth. Perhaps this 
language should begin with the word "forming". 

In the last two lines of claim 6, it is not clear whether the applicant is positively 
claiming steps of applying the AM screen. In the interview of 27 October 2005, 
applicant's representative indicated that the intent is to positively claim applying the AM 
screen in the last two lines of the claim. However in claim 6, the claim language 
regarding the formation of the AM screen is not positively set forth. Perhaps this 
language should begin with the word "applying". 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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Claims 5 and 6 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 5 and 6, the prior art does not teach or render obvious the 
total combination as claimed including a gravure printing method comprising printing a 
plurality of colors overlapped by an application of a plurality of printing rolls wherein 
cells corresponding a dark ink concentration are of an AM screen and cells 
corresponding to photographic images cells are of a FM screen ranging from a highlight 
portion to a shadow portion or said portion ranging from a highlight portion to a halftone 
portion is the FM screen.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Rice. 
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With respect to claims 7 and 8, these claims are product by process claims 
defined by a product and not y the process. Rice teachers a gravure printed item having 
a plurality of colors, which anticipates the structure of the product. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 08/15/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Specifically, Rice teaches the claimed structure of the gravure printed 
item.
